It  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  discard  many 
varieties  because  they  could  not  dand  the  extreme 
heat  and  drought  of  southern  Indiana. 

My  Dahlias  are  field  grown  under  natural  con¬ 
ditions  not  being  forced  with  high  powered  fertilizer 
nor  water.  Sprayed  regularly  with  [RED  ARROW] 
insed  spray  and  dored  in  a  properly  ventilated  root 
cellar  assures  you  that  you  will  receive  roots  full  of 
vitality  and  ready  to  go  if  given  proper  care.

It  is  a  dahlia  that  can  be  relied  up-on  under  most 
any  conditions.  Never  failed  me  during  our  extreme 
heat  and  drouth  the  last  two  or  three  seasons  coming 
through  with  blooms  up  to  11  inches  on  long  stout 
stems  that  hold  the  large  bloom  well  out  of  the  foliage. 

Grows  fine  large  clumps  with  stout  short  necked 
roots  that  can  be  handled  without  any  special  care. 

This  is  the  dahlia  that  a  single  bloom  in  theDeering- 
Do  1st  prize  display  at  the  N.  Y.  show  in  1932  that 
caused  much  comment  and  many  inquiries  and  was 
said  that  it  stood  out  like  a  million  dollars. 

A  30  bloom  display  of  it  at  the  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  show 
in  October  1933  caused  the  same  comment  as  at  N.Y.

HOW  TO  GROW  GOOD  DAHLIAS 

(LIME  YOUR  GROUND  IF  IT  IS  ACIDY) 


This  is  a  very  difficult  problem  for  any  one  to  tell 
you  how  to  grow  good  Dahlias  not  knowing  your  con¬ 
ditions  or  the  kind  of  soil  that  you  have.  For  clay  soil: 
Plant  roots  about  five  inches  deep,  mound  up  a  little  hill 
over  roots  three  or  four  inches  high.  This  will  protect  the 
ground  over  the  eye  from  packing  and  forming  a  hard 
cru£t  that  the  tender  shoots  could  never  break  through, 
should  there  be  a  hard  rain  before  the  plants  are  up. 
The  advantage  in  this  little  hill  is  that  you  can  locate 
your  roots  by  the  hill  that  is  left  after  a  hard  rain.  You 
can  then,  after  the  ground  has  dried  out,  take  the  top  off. 
This  will  leave  loose  dirt  over  the  eye  and  then  your 
plants  will  pop  out  in  a  few  days.  Keep  soil  loose  by 
frequent  cultivation  until  buds  begin  to  form.  Be  very 
careful  and  cultivate  very  shallow  after  buds  are  form¬ 
ing.  In  fa<5t,  a  good  weeding  every  few  days  is  all  that 
should  be  done  then. 


Do  not  force  your  Dahlias  as  many  good  plants 
and  roots  are  loCt  by  this  method.  Use  the  garden  rake 
more  and  not  the  garden  hose.  If  you  mu£t  water  give 
them  a  good  soaking  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks  and 
th  en  cultivate  again  after  ground  has  dried  out.  Don’t 
try  to  bloom  your  Dahlias  out  of  season  where  you  have 
hot  dry  weather  for  it  can’t  be  done  with  any  success. 
I  plant  from  about  May  20th,  up  to  July  4th.  Late  plant¬ 
ing  makes  the  be£t  bloom.  My  blooming  season  is  from 
about  September  1  st,  until  froCt,  which  is  usually  from 
October  1 0th,  to  November  1  st.  LaCt  fall  froCt  did  not 
hit  me  until  the  morning  of  November  8th,  and  a  very 
fine  dry  fall  gave  me  mighty  fine  well  matured  roots. 
If  your  conditions  are  anything  like  mine  try  my  plan 
and  see  if  you  don’t  have  success  with  Dahlias. 

GLADIOLUS
